Behind this ran a high 
earthern embankment originally erect- 
ed as a dyke but now serving the en- 
emy as a refuge against petty shelling. 

In the foreground, were three large 
stone farmhouses that had been torh 
to pieces by Italian shell fire. One of 
these had had the roof, the upper floors 
and two wings blown off, while the 
jagged walls of the first story were 
still standing.

He insisted, however, that condl- 
tions are now harmonious. He de 
clared also that conscription of labor 
was not to be thought of, for the sim- 
ple reason, he said, that it would not 
be accepted by the American people 
and would not work. 


300,000 More Men Needed. 


Mr. Stevens testified’ that there are 
in the neighborhood of 150,000 men 
now engaged in shipbuilding for the 
emergency fleet corporation, and that 
it would require between 200,000 and 
300,000 additional men to complete the 
program of the shipping board within 
the next year. Government aid, he 
said, would be required to obtain the 
men. He said that employment agen- 
cies already had been established by 
the emergency fleet corporation of the 
Pacific coast and that others would be 
established in the east. 

“If a crew aboard ship at sea will 
not work what do you call them?” Sen- 
ator Sherman asked. “ You call them 
mutineers. If men engaged in build- 
ing a ship for the government will not 
work what do you call them? Parties 
to industrial controversy?” 

Mr. Stevens insisted that it was an

“You wouldn't favor any coercion 
make a man work at shipbuilding or’ 
to make a rifle then, even though the 
government might be in dire distress?”

“No, I am sure that American labor 
will do more for the country if it is not 
coerced than it would with a bayonet 
at its back,” Mr. Stevens replied. | 

“American soldiers are drafted to 

work for seven days a week in France,” 
Senator Sherman said. “So you would 
have,.one rule for the soldiers and 
sailors and another for the laboring 
man.” 
“If you are going to conscript labor,” 
Mr. Stevens said, “make the conscrip- 
tion for Uncle Sam, not for a private 
employer, such as the shipbuilders are 
now working for.” 

He admitted, however, that the ship- 
yards of the country are particularly a 
government institution today, since 
they are forced to turn out ships for 
the government, and the wages are} 
practically fixed by the government, 
and the men are working on govern- 
ment contracts. 7 | ; 

“YT have only one object,” Mr. 
Stevens said, “and that is to get as 
many ships built as possible, and I be- 
lieve it can be done better by the pres- 
ent method than by conscription of 
labor. No sentiment exists against 
compulsory military service, a man 
does not feel himself degraded if he is 
drafted into the army. But a man 
would feel himself degraded if he was 
conscripted to labor.” : 

“Then we should build up a senti- 
ment in this country that it is not dis- 
graceful or dishonorable to be con- 
scripted to labor for the government 
any more than it is degrading to be 
drafted to fight for the government,” 
Senator Sherman suggested. “ Why 
should we not legislate to make it just 
as honorable to conscript for labor as 
for military service? I voted against 
the law for conscription for military 
service, but I would not vote today for 
its repeal. There was almost a consti- 
tutional aversion in this country to 
compulsory military service before this | 


sary to conscript men to build ships

Might Bring Uprising. 

Mr. Stevens said he believed there 
would be a general uprising of labor- 
ing men if such a law were enacted. 

“ Would it lead to a rebellion?” Sen- 
ator Sherman asked. 

“TI think it would lead to a speedy 
repeal of the law,” Mr. Stevens replied. 
“You couldn't put such a large num- 
ber of men in jail. I think the attempt 
to conscript labor would not lead to 
riot, but merely to secession of labor.” 

Mr, Stevens admitted there was no 
real moral difference between conscript- 
ing men. for military service and for 
industrial service, but added there was 
a real difference, and that lay in. the 
sentiment in regard to compulsory 
labor. 

“There are 20,000 miners in my dis- 
trict and 100,000 in my state,” Senator 
Sherman said. “Suppose they should 
all refuse to mine coal and stopped in 
the dead of winter, what would you do” 

“I don’t know,” Mr. Stevens replied. 
“You might have to send soldiers.” 

Opposes All Labor Draft. 

Senator Bankhead of Alabama ques- 
tioned Mr. Stevens about the advisabil- 
ity of conscripting men to work the 
farms, and Mr. Stevens advised against 
this. too. i 


“It might work south of the Mason; 


and Dixon line, but not north of it,” 
Mr. Stevens said. Senator Bankhead 
suggested that men had to eat whether 
they lived north or south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 

Senator Sherman wanted to know 
if Mr. Stevens would conscript the I.

CAMOUFLAGING BLUNDERS. 

The complacency of the administration over its 
conduct of war preparations, it seems, will not be 
effectually shaken by anything short of the sharp- 
est impact of public disapproval. The voluntary 
censorship, backed by a sincere desire to give the 
government ample time to demonstrate its compe- 
tency and by a fair recognition of the tremendous 
responsibilities it had assumed, has barred knowl- 
edge from the public and even from the press. 
Opinion has not been formed, therefore, although 
we have advanced nearly ten months into our war 
period. To every patriotic man, whether he writes 
or reads, the duty of criticism and protest at such 


. @ time as this is acutely distasteful. Nevertheless 
when backed by facts and made urgent by circum- 


stances it cannot be shirked. For months criticism 
has been withheld and every doubt has been re- 
solved in favor of the government. This has been 
carried to a point where patience and restraint 


- have become wrongs to the men who are to fight 


on land and sea for the country and they can no 
longer be: honestly indulged in. Advantage has 
been taken and is being taken of this good will 
to provide immunity for blunders, and now apolo- 
gists of the administration reward it by partisan 
accusations of partisanism, by appeals to ostrich 


. optimism, and by solemn adjurations against “ hys- | 


teria.” 

_The chief journalistic apologist of the administra- 
tion, the New York World, for example, is out 
with comment on the exposures thus far made in 
congress and the press in an editorial entitled ““ No 
Time for Hysteria.” Taking advantage of minor 
incidents of the congressional inquiries, such as 
silly isolated complaints against George Creel’s 
ealary, the cost of floating the second Liberty loan, 
or the alleged existence of social distinctions in the 
army, the World covers the important disclosures 
with clumsy camouflage of this sort: | 

“ Although it was the French government which 
insisted that the United States should use French 
‘artillery, Representative McCormick rushes home 
to say that the French have no artillery to spare 
and that we must make 25,000 cannon at once.” 

The sardonic humor of this can only be fully 
appreciated by a Frenchman or one of our men 
now getting ready as best he may to take his place 
on the French front. Will the comfortable gentle- 
man in the World office explain to us why the 
French government insisted upon French guns for 
American troops? Possibly he knows in his bomb 
proof office on Park Row better than Castelnau 
and Petain what the allies need and what they can 
spare. Possibly the truth will pierce even his snug 
shell proof headquarters that if the French gov- 
ernment wanted our troops to have French artil- 
lery and machine guns it was because they would 

have had none if they anne’ had what belonged 
to our allies. 

On that point the apologist proceeds as follows: 
“ Be that as it may, what has happened in Wash- 
ington is that congress” [sic] “has suddenly dis- 
covered that we are engaged in a great war, and 
that war is not quite so simple or placid as peace. 
When the comparatively modest ordnance depart- 
ment of the United States army has to be expand- | 
ed almost overnight to German proportions, there 
is confusion of counsel and delay in reaching a 
condition of 100 per cent efficiency.” 

We like the remark about congress. Possibly if 
the World were nearer the firing line in France, if 
the apologist were an artillery officer at one of the 
cantonments in America marking time four months 
after the arrival of his men, ten months after the 
declaration of war, because they are without artil- 
lery and equipment for training purposes, he would 
be even more conscious of his own humor. If con- 
gress has tardily waked up to what war means, 
what of a war secretary who, as another apologist 
remarks “ has justified the confidence of his friends 
and well wishers by beginning” (ten months after 
‘war began and only after sensational disclosures) 
“the long needed and indispensable reorganization 
of the war department ’’? 

As for the “modest ordnance department” does 
the partisan apologist consider that its modesty re- 


_ quires absolute inaction in the supply of machine 


guns notoriously exposed a year before the war, an 
inaction which did not end until two months after 
our actual entrance into the war? 

This is a modesty more likely to be appreciated 
on Park Row than at Gen. Pershing’s headquarters. 

No apologist can explain away the blunders of 
this modest ordnance department. But the spirit 
shown by a great metropolitan daily, in the face of 
the facts of inexcusable delay exposed thus far by 
congressional] inquires, shows very clearly the need 
for such exposures and for a frank challenge of 
the official complacency which is the source of the 
unsatisfactory and dangerous conditions in many 
branches of our war preparation. 

The World hints at partisanism. Nothing could 
be more unscrupulously partisan than its disin- 
genuous appeal against a hysteria that is as non- 
existent as competency in the ordnance bureau. 

There is need for partisanism. But not the par- 
tisanism which seeks to excuse incompetence. 
There is need for partisans of the American sol- 
dier whom we have appointed to go out and face 
the greatest military force in the world and to de- 
feat it. There is need for partisans of victory 
which will never be won by smug, evasive apolo- 
gists in a steam heated sanctum three thousand 

-miles out of range of the German guns who camou- 
flage the wee cts ai of bureaucrats and uhfit execu. 
tives. . |

The regulation of unnecessary capital expenditures 
is perhaps less imperative than other proposals 
because a kind of automatic limitation of these 
expenditures is taking place. The demand for 
capital is so great that it is growing increasingly 
difficult to obtain it for nonessential purposes, 


the purchase of luxuries. At the same time it 
might be well to furnish a kind of protection to nec- 
essary industries by preventing other énterprises 
from bidding up the price of capital 

The important thing is to conserve these neces- 
sary industries. If the government loans and war 
revenue taxes make it difficult for these industries 
to obtain essential credits, some means will have 
to be devised whereby the government can provide 
them. But the difficulty of broaching such legis- 
lation in congress is that it is likely to become the 
excuse for launching a variety of radical and vis- 
fjonary projects. It is a difficulty which stands in 
the way of a successful prosecution of the war, 
and the country should recognize and deal with 
it as such, 


SYMPATHY FOR RUSSIA. 

Certain persons, mostly of Bolshevik leanings, 
accuse the American people of a lack of sympathy 
'with Russia. 1f by Russia they mean the Lenine- 
Trotzky régime they are undoubtedly correct. A 
government which, proclaiming itself democratic, 
deserts its allies in a democratic war and takes ad- 
vantage of their military efforts to make a separate 
peace can hardly be pictured as deserving sym- 
pathy. 7 

But we can extend our sympathy to the Rus- 

sian people who have been victimized and deluded 
by a gang of fanatical usurpers. That they are 
usurpers is clearly shown by George Kennan, the 
Russian traveler and student. Mr. Kennan offers 
proof that the Russian revolution was accom- 
plished by the constitutional democrats, who were 
chiefly composed of aristocrats, intellectuals, and 
the so-called bourgeois. The leaders of the ex- 
tremists meanwhile were enjoying the protection 
of foreign governments, principally Switzerland 
and America. 
The Bolsheviki were astute enough to offer the 
peasants peace and land, and the peasants were ig- 
norant enough to think the Bolsheviki could make 
good on their promises. 

Unless all signs fail Germany is’ gottinal ready 
to make an enormous profit at Russia’s expense 
The German press is now @iscussing plans for the 
economic and political penetration of the former 
empire of the czars. And the writers are frank 
to say they wish to split up the country and thus 
render it negligible as a world power. Here is 
what the Deutsche Politik says on the subject: 

“The end which Herr Mueller (a German im- 
perialist) really has in view will be more effectually 
attained by our allowing the disintegration of Rus- 
sia to proceed.

$2.95 for a forty-nine pound bag. Compare those 
prices with those you are paying, citizens of Boston 
and Buffalo and Hartford and Helena. 

And sugar! Nashville pays—assuming that it gets 
it at all—) cents where other cities pay from 91% 
to 12%. Even sardines, at 12 cents a can, are from 
3 to 10 cents cheaper than here in New England 
where they are canned. And canned salmon, which 
sells on the Pacific coast at 25 and 30 cents a can, 
is only 17 in Nashville. And so {ft goes through the 
long list. in almost every item the Nashville price 
is lower than in any of the fifty other cities. Can 
ft be that Nashville has not heard of the war or the 
labor shortage or the soaring prices of grain or the 
difficulties and delays of freight. transportation?

pont, and fn the immediate line of suc- 
cession to his uncle’s Earidem of Man- 
vers. Indeed, there is only his father's 
life, and that of his cousin, the un- 
married lord Newark, between him and 
to which he may 
therefore be regarded as heir presump- 
tive. 

His bride ts the daughter of Mr. and 
Mra. Frederick William L, Butterfield, 
who are connections of the Roosevelits, 
and who have been making their home 
in Europe for some time past, having a 
very hospitable London house tn Curzon 
street, a country seat in Yorkshire known 
as Cliffe Castle, near Keighley, a house 
in Paris in the Rue Presburg, that is 
to say, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Are de Triomphe, and a very charming 
villa beartng the name of Marianna, at 
Nice, in the south of France. Mrs. But- 
terfield was a Miss Burke, daughter of 
the Hon. M. Burke, and prior to her 
marriage was known as Miss Mary 
Roosevelt Burke.

The Fiarldom of Manvers possesses a 
particular interest to the people of the 
United States. For the senior branch of 
the house of Pierrepont to which it be- 
longs has long been established in this 
country, where it is headed by Robert 
Low Pierrepont of Columbia Heights, 
Rrooklyn. There are about a score of 
these American Pierreponts, to whose 
Pierpont Morgan belongs, 
through his father’s mother. The Earls 
of Manvers, although they bear by per- 
mission of the crown the patronymic of 
Pierrepont, and the Pierrepont arms, are 
only Pierreponts through the distaff 
side of the house, whereas the American 
Pierreponts represent the sole male line. 
The founder of the family was Sir Rob- 
ert Pierrepont, one of the companions 
in arms of William the Conqueror at 
the Battle of Hastings, and who received 
from that monarch the manor of Holme 
Pierpont in Yorkshire, of which he 
was the first lord. The chief of the fam- 
ily in the Seventeenth century, in the 
male line direct, was Sir George Pierre- 
pont, whose grandson became Earl of 
Kingston-upon-Hull, Marquis of Dor- 
chester, and Duke of Kingston. His 
son, Evelyn, the second Duke of Kings- 
ton, married the famous beauty, Eliza- 
beth Chudleigh, and died without issue, 
the English Pierreponts becoming there- 
by extinct in the male line,

The duke left the whole of his vast 
fortune to the duchess, whereupon Philip 
Meadows, who had married the duke’s 
only sister. Lady Frances Pierrepont, 
brought charges against the duchess, te 
the effect.that her marriage with the 
duke had been of a bigamous and, there- 
fore, invalid character. A sensatienal 
trial of the duchess by the house of 
lords showed that prior to her marriage

This she was well able to 
afford to do. For, while her conviction 
of bigamy cost her her strawberry 
leaved coronet of duchess, it left her 
in the possession of the great fortune of 
the duke, while Philip Mcadows and his 
wife, Lady Frances, who were responai- 


bie for the suit against her, found them- 
selves entirely ruined.

The ex-duchess reiired to the conti- 
nent, and, after having during her 
extraordinary career played a rdéie in the 
lives of Frederick the Great, of Vol- 
taire, of King Augustus of Saxony, and 
of other great personages of her time. 
she died at the chateau of St. Assise, 
near Fontainebleau, when it was found 
that, perhaps by reason of compunction, 
she had left the fortune which she had 
inherited from the Duke of Kingston to 
one of the latter’s nephews, that is to 
say, the son of Philip Meadows and 
of Lady Frances Pierrepont, who had 
daprived her of her title of duchess and 
whom she in return had ruined. 

On coming into the possession of all 
the property of his mother’s hyother, the 
last Duke of Kingston, on the death 
of the ex-duchess, Charles Meadows se- 
cured permission of the crown to assume 
the patronymic and the arms of the 
Pierrepont family, and was finally 
raised to the peerage. first as Lord 
Pierrepont of Holme Piépont, then as 
Viscount Newarke of Newark-on-Trent, 
and then as Marl Manvers. The present 
Lord Manvers is the twelfth earl of this 
line. :

Sir George Pierrepont, the grandfather 
of the first Duke of Kingston, had a 
younger son of the name of William 
Pierrepont, whose son, James Pierre- 
pont, came to America and died at 
Ipswich, Mass., towards the end of the 
seventeenth century, leaving two sons, 
John and Robert. From these the late 
Juliet Pierrepont, the mother of the late 
J. Pierrepont Morgan, and Henry Eve- 
lyn Pierrepont of Brooklyn are de- 
scended in a direct line. But, while the 
Pierreponts of America may justly 
claim to represent the only existing male 
line of the ancient and historic Anglo- 
Norman house of Pierrepont, they can 
put forward no pretensions to any of 
the honors of Evelyn Pierrepont, the 
last Duke of Kingston, since the Various 
pecrages which he possessed were ac.

BEHIND THE BRITISH LINES IN 
FRANCE, Dec. 12.—[Correspondence.] 
~The most desolate pictures that the 
illustrated papers have printed of mud 
‘{n and behind the British lines on the 
west front fail to do justice to the 
ground that the American railway engl- 
neers have laid tracks across since they 
arrived on French soil. Flanders mud 
is something that must be experienced 
to be appreciated; it cannot be ade- 
quately described or photographed. 

It is impossible to dig to any depth, 
even in the driest spot, without water 
seeping into the hole. An officer who 
came back for a few days’ rest after 
two weeks in the mud brought with 
him only one souvenir—a photograph 
of a piece of, ground over which he 
and his men had laid a track. 

Sick of Souvenirs. 

“TI am sick of the sight of German 
helmets and pistols -and shell caps 
and all the rest of the ordinary sou- 
venirs,” said the officer. “ For me the 
whole business of war is summed up 
in the memory of that piece of morass 
over which we had to float a line of 
rails strong enough to support a loco- 
motive and a train of cars.” 

The scene in the’ photograph looks 
like the Masurian lakes in miniature. 
Instead, however, of dry land separat- 
ing the chain of lakes, the earth be- 
tween these shell holes and craters 
is a treacherous quicksand, into which 
a man would sink immediately knee 
deep. 
“The spot photographed is typical 
of hundreds of pieces of ground over 
which we have to lay tracks, ” contin- 
ued the officer. 
“The fight against the morass is 
just as real and just as stern as that 
against the Boche.” 
Short Working Day. 
To begin with, there are only a few 
hours a day in which the engineers 
can work with safety immediately be- 
hind the lines. A track is wanted from 
one place to another and the engineer 
officer decides how it shall run, so that 
obstacles will be avoided. If there is 
great urgency, the track is thrown 
down in the quickest way possible, and 
straightened out later, as shell craters 
can be filled {n and other obstacles lev- 
eled. 
| The work is divided into sections, 
with a working party for each section. 
Each party vies in setting a record for 
quick work. so far as this can be com- 
: bined with the requis! ite solidity of con-
